In Poland) , he appears to hare been engaged in pure police work only*

3* The ruwor that PROCH had heard from Sanitser nay be a fabrica- 
tion (following the sensational newspaper articles) or nay be a distorted 
version of sene concent PROCH could easily have made upon hearing that 
Sanitser was again at large* We have considered the possibility of 
Interrogation of PROCH 1 s wife Helens, who reported the alleged contact 
with Sanitser, but now believe that this Interrogation bo given the lowest 
priority until further information becomes available*
